ROASTED OR BROILED CORN — 
Place husked, cleaned, young 
corn brushed with melted 
broiler rack about inches. below 
broiler unit. Broil about 10 minutes, 
or until toasty brown, brushing with 
butter and turning frequently as it 
broils. Serve hot 


BARBECUED CORN —Try this on 
your outdoor barbecue. Pull husks back 
from young, tender corn and remove 
silks, but leave on at least one layer of 
husks. Sprinkle or dip in water. Place 
on grill above glowing coals; roast 
about 10 minutes, or until tender, turn- 
ing frequently. Leaving the husk on 
the corn allows it to steam, retaining 
full flavor and tenderness. 


SAUTEED CORN—Cut corn from 
cob. In frying pan melt a small amount 
of butter or drippings. Saute corn about 
10 minutes, stirring frequently. Add a 
little green pepper, if desired. Season 
to taste with salt and pepper and a 
tablespoon or two of cream. 


FRESH CORN PUDDING 
An old favorite that almost everyone likes. 
2 cups corn, cut from 1 tep. salt 
cob (approximately ‘4 tsp. pepper 
5 medium-size ears) 2 cup finely 
2 eggs, beaten chopped green 
4 tsps. melted butter pepper 
2-cups milk Ve cup grated 
cheese 
Mix corn, eggs, milk, green pepper, salt, 
pepper and butter together in a large 
bow!. Pour into a well-greased casse- 
role. Sprinkle cheese over top. Set cas- 
serole in pan containing about 1 inch 
of hot water. Bake about 45 minutes 
in a moderate (350° F.) oven, or until 
tip of sharp knife inserted in center 
comes out clean. Serves 6
